They began work upon the building 
In 1732, and through their (let is ion that 
the college should not he under the 
control of the church they encountered 
great opposition.

They resisted tho church authority 
I ^"r thirty four years, and finally de­ 
cided to burn the building rather than 
I place tho institution within the power 
of tho church. 
It had stood idle and 
empty for sixteen years 
When they were about to carry out 
their threat in 1766 they were notified 
by Pope Clement X III and Charles III 
of Spain that charters had been ganted 
by which tho Independent character of 
the Institution was recognized. 
On September 9, 17G7, the college 
was opened by the Viceroy of Mexico 
and other men of rank. 
Notwithstanding their fight for In 
dependence, the founders were devoted 
Catholics, and they named the school 
the Colegio do San Ignacia de Loyola. 
The name is still to be seen on a plate 
at the main entrance, but it was chang­ 
ed to Colegio de la Paz. when ('onion 
fort was President of Mexico, in honor 
of his daughter.
